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Congressman Kemp began the meeting by reporting to the President that 
he had just completed a fact-finding trip to Laos. He pointed out that 
during the trip he discovered that Congressman McCloskey's visit last 
spring had been staged for political purposes and that it was obvious the 
comments made by Congressman McCloskey were not factually correct. 
Congressman Kemp indicated that he was going to take this issue on 
directly in New Hampshire to be sure that the records were set straight. 
The Congressman noted that he had met with Father Menger in Laos and 
had questioned the Laotian populace extensively. In no instance was he 
able to find an individual who was aware that any Laotian civilian had 
willingly placed himself under Communist control. Congressman Kemp 
remarked that he had informed Congressman McCloskey that he believed 
McClosfcey t s comments on the situation in Laos represented distortions 
of fact. He added that McCloskey was extremely sensitive about this 
accusation and had requested a private meeting with him. 

Congressman Kemp also reported that he had visited I Corps in South 
Vietnam and other areas which confirmed to him that the security situa- 
tion had improved immeasurably since his visit to South Vietnam during 
Tet of 1968. He stated that he unequivocally supported the Presidents 
policies in Vietnam and was convinced that U. S. representatives in Laos 
and South Vietnam were doing a superb job. 
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Turning to the Middle East, Congressman Kemp urged the President to 
resume shipments of Phantom aircraft to Israel and indicated that he 
would take a public position along these lines. 
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In commenting on the President's recent action on parochial schools, 
as demonstrated by his speech in New York, the Congressman re- 
marked that it was an important measure to his constituency. The 
. President observed that he favored the retention of the parochial school 
system. He commented, however, that the Supreme Court ruling was 
complicating the achievement of his own policies which were designed 
to retain a viable parochial school system throughout the United States. 

In closing, -Congressman Kemp mentioned to the President that he 

believed the President would carry New York State under the conserva- 
tive banner. 
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
